PERIL OF STARVATION.

June 25.—I have returned here from the 
attempt to reach Elephant island in the 
vessel kindly lent by the Uruguayan gov- 
érnment. I greatly regret having to fe, 
port that we were unable to efféct a res- 
cue of my comrades left in the ice hole 
there. 

The ice conditions are much heavier 
than on the previous attempt I made in 
May. We encountered 4 stream of ice 
sixty miles north of Elephantisiand. We 
passed through it and successfully 
reached to within twenty miles of the 
island, but, owing to the heavy, impene- 
trable pack, interspersed with numerous 
icebergs and a high northwest swell, we 
found it impossible to proceed. A rescue 
can only be effected with a wooden steam | 
vessels or an ice breaker. 

As regards food for the castaweys, there 
seems to be a hope of penguins, as we saw 
penguins at the edge of the ice, and these 
would supplement the food ashore, which 
mainly consists of bovril rations, 

Seven miles north of Ocean camp, Which 
we formed when the Endurance foun- 
dered, we left twelve cases of rations, but 
I.can not say if the marooned party can 
reach them. They are hard pressed, but 
the hope must not be given up ate wal 
ultimate rescue.
